** Hospitable in the extrenae, they 
c<»iceive the peraon of every stranger, 
even though a comnum enemy, who 
passes the threshold of tlieir tmtg* a« 
99c^ed. The chiefs of ^ach fMiily 
eagerly dispute who fihall have the 
honour of clitigrtaining him. It ia 
their custom never to take their repast 
within their tents; their food is placed 
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at the entrance, and the master, before 
he; takes his place, cries out three 
tinies,-^ 

** Iti the name of God, Father of 
Mankind, if there be a traveller, a 
poor man, or an uhfortunate, let hini 
come and partake of my food: let
